In addition to Miss Adair, the 
chief speakers this morning were 
Dr. Will Durant of New York, 
popular writer on philosophy, 
whose topic was “Behaviorism,” 
and Dr. Bruno Roselli, professor 
of Italian at Vassar College, 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., on “Musso- 
lini and the New Italy.”’ 

Invited to Football Games. 

The visiting teachers were invit- 
ed to attend, as guests of the Ath- 
letic League of St. Louls High 
Schools, the football games be- 
tween Beaumont High School and 
Cleveland High and between Cen- 
tral and Soldan in the new St. 
Louls athletic stadium, North 
Kingshighway and St. Louls ave- 
nue, thig afternoon. Many teach- 
ers planned to spend the afternoon 
visiting St. Louis institutions. 

Miss Adair in her address said 
membership in the national body 
had increased from 8000 to more 
than 170,000 in 10 years. 

“It has led.” she declared, “the| 
movement to establish higher! 
standards of training and has | 
brought teachers into contact with | 
the educationa!] leaders of the gen-| 
eration. 

“There are those who argue that | 
teaching is the oldest of profes- 
sions, predating theology, medicine 
and law. There are also those who 
maintain there is not now and nev- 
er will be a real profession of 
teaching. They insist that what 
we have is a procession of teachers 
and not a profession—that teach- 
ing is a way station to matrimony, 
a vestibule to a career or a step- 
ping stone to one of the profes- 
sions. : 

Requirements for Teachers. 

“Any recognized profession in | 
this country must have, first, a 
dominating motive, common to all | 
who are engaged in the work, other | 
than personal gain; second, spe- | 
clalised training enabling the mem.- ' 
ber of the profession to do that 
which he professes better than 
these who have not had this train- 
ing; and, third, a license granted 
by the State in order to protect the | 
State’s citizens against the incom- 
petent and untrained. 

“But granted teaching has all | 
these requirements, it will not be | 
as effective as it ought to be until 
it is made attractive. No profes- | 
sion can be effective which does | 
not attract to its ranks a fair pro- 


generation. The joy of service and 
the opportunity for immediate con- 
tact with living, budding, aspiring 
soule make teaching attractive to 
many young men and women of 
strong character and rich promise, 
but they often resirt its entice- 
ments because of its handicaps. 
“They resent the lack of pres- 
tige which the school teacher suf- 
fers at the hands of the public and 
they fear the hazard of uncertain 
tenure and & penniless old age. 
The public must be educated to an 
appreciation of the dignity of the 
teacher’s work. Certainty of tenure 
must be secured for successful 
teachers. Adequate retirement al. 
lowances must be provided for 
those who have given their lives 
te the service of the schools and 
salaries of training teachers must 
be sufficiently high to justify prom- 
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| vocation.

Last summer more 
than 250,000 studentg took educa- 
tional courses in teacher-training 
institutions.”

Dear Sir: 

This. letter will acknowledge 
receipt of cashier’s check No. 
7213, Cherokee National Bank, 
indorsed to my order, $1000 in 
amount, which is to be held by 
me for the sole purpose of re- 
moving the restrictions now 
against your property, prohibit- 
ing you from using the same as 
a boarding or rooming house as 
to multiple of tenants. 

It is understood by me that 
this check is to be turned over 
to C. E. Grueninger or to whom- 
soever he may designate as such 
time there is a final decree ren- 
dered in your favor in a case 
now pending in the Circuit Court, 
the same being No. 107,443, Di- 
vision No. 14, Circuit Court, St. 
Louis, Mo., entitled Emil Toilkacz 
and Katherine Tolkacz, his wife, 
plaintiffs, vs. Wilbur Bent and 
Mamie E. Bent, his wife, de- 
fendants. 

It is our distinct understand- 
ing that this money is to be re- 
tained by me as before stated 
until there is a final d@cree ren- 
dered in your favor.

I told them that 
was a lot of money and that I gia 
not believe I could get it from *he 
bank. I asked them who would 
get my money. I told them that I 
was economical and that if I went 
down town and spent $25, I sat 
down at night and figured out just 
where it went. 

“Mr. Grueninger said it would 
have to be divided among 10 peo- 
ple. I told them I was entitled to 
know who they were, that it was 
my money. Mr. Grueninger grew 
angry and told me it was ‘none of 
your business.’ 

“Mr. Parks then said he had 
paid the $3000 himself to Mr. 
Grueninger and that he could 
show me the check. He said he 
was only trying to get my part of 
what he had paid out. I asked to 
see the check but he didn’t show it 
mio me.” 

Mrs. Bent corroborated Mrs.

Forced to Pay for Scorched Dress, New York 
Woman Gives Up Long Struggle Against 
, Odds.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—Perhaps 


if she had not scorched a dress 
she was pressing a few days ago. 
Mrs. Hildegard Wywias, 45-year- 


old mother of four small children, 
might have fought on a little long- 
er. But when one bas been strug- 
gling against hope-crushing edds 
for five years, it is not easy to rally, 
even from what seems a compara- 
tively light blow. And Mrs. Wywias 
had to pay for the dress she 
had scorched. 

Sometime Thursday night she 
made her tragic decision. Neigh- 
bors learned what it had been yes- 
terday morning when a policeman 
broke into her three-room apart- 
ment and found her kneeling be- 
side the body of her five-year-old 
son, Carl. 

Nearby, on a ved, were the 
bodies of her three older children, 


Mary, 11; Helen, 10; and Sonia, 8. 
The odor of gas made unnecessary 
the ambulance surgeon's verdict. 
Mrs. Wywias and her four chilren 
were dead. e 

Because of unpaid bills, the gas 
company had shut off the gas in 
the apartment several days before 
and had locked the meter in the 
kitchen. In order to get the death- 
dealing fumes Mrs. Wywias had 
broken open the meter. 

Neighbors supplied a. little of 
Mrs. Wywias’ story. She was re- 
ticent and proud and while, toward 
the last she was forced to accept 
charity for the children, she never 
accepted anything for herself. It 
was this pride that had prevented 
hér from going to an organized re- 
lief organization. That and the fear 
that if she did so they might take 
the children from her. She had 
told a charity nurse that she Ieft 
her husband in Texas five years 
ago. 


FINDS 68,000,000 
TONS OF POTASH IN 
FOUR SQUARE MILES 


Russian Geologist Says Richest 
Field Is Discovered in Ural 
Mountains. 


By the Associated’ Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—In a 


single field on the Kama River, a 


tributary of the Voiga in the Ural 
Mountains, lies a deposit of potash 
twice as great as the present world 
supply, says M. Muschketoff, direc- 
tor of the soviet geo'ogical survey, 
who is {In Washington conferring 
with American geological officials. 

The discovery of this great po- 
tential supply, Prof. Muschketoff 
believes, is bound to have consider- 
able effect on the world potash 
market when arrangements are 
completed for its e-:ploitation. 

Thus far, only four square miles 
of the Ural deposit have been ex- 
plored, although there are indica- 
tions that it extends several miles 
farther in each direction, Muschke- 
toff said. Shafts sunk four or 
five places have enabled hi . to 
estimate the amount of potash in 
the four square miles a* 68,000,000 
tcns, twice the supply now remain- 
ing in the German fields. 

The discovery of the Ural de- 
posit, the director says, came in 
the course of an intensive survey 
of all Russia and Siberia, which is 
still in progress, to determine what 
great untouched mineral stores lay 
beneath the soil of the vast terri- 
tory.

It is everywhere accepted that 
‘he did not know he had broken any rule affecting 
his eligibility. In the circumstances both Princeton 
and Harvard have generously waived the technical 
offense and requested Yale to let Caldwell play.

they have disqualified Caldwell.

NEW YORK, Nov. 12.—After 
eight years of work, during which 
$48,400,000 was spent, the Holland 
tunnel for vehicles, connecting New 
York and New Jersey with a great 
double highway under the Hudson 
River, will be opened this after- 
noon. 

At 5 o’clock President Coolidge, 
in Washington, will press a gold 
telegraph key, and in each of the 
plazas the American flag cevering 
the entrances wil] be drawn aside 


automatically. At one minute after 
midnight, the first regular vehicle 
traffic will be permitted to enter 
the tunnel. 

Ceremonies incident to the open- 
ing will begin at noon and continue 
until the President presses the gold 


| key. 


A feature of the ceremony will 
be the formal christening of the 
New York entrance plaza, which 
will be mamed Freeman Square, in 
memory of Milton H. Freeman, 
who died in 1925, while he was 
chief engineer. 

From 6 o'clock until 7 pedes- 
trians will be allowed to examine 
the tubes. At 7 the tunnel will be 
cleared and the engineers who 
built it will make their last official 
inspection before turning it over 
to the public. 

Two tubes, each with a road 
width of 20 feet, have a capacity 
for 3800 cars hourly.

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CHARLES P. PISTE 
OF MILWAUKEE DIES 


Director of North American 
Co., Was One of Wisconsin’s 
Wealthiest Citizens.

MILWAUKEF, Wis., Nov. 12.— 
Charles F. Pfister, 68 years old, 
capitalist and philanthropist, and 
an outstanding figure in the indus- 
trial, financial and political life of 
Wisconsin, died today. 

Mr. Pfister was one of Wiscon- 
sin’s wealthiest citizens—an  of- 
ficial of the Pfister & Vogel Leath- 
er Co., a director of the First Wis- 
consin National Bank of Milwau- 
kee, a director of the North Amer- 
ican Co. and its subsidiary, the 
Milwaukee Electric Railway & 
Light Co., and affiliated companies, 
and vice president and director of 
the Milwaukee Sentinel. 

He was the owner of the Hote! 
Pfister, which he built in 1893 as 
a memorial to his father, and he 
had large investments in mines, 
timber lands and many other en- 
terprises, some of them national 
in scope. 

For many years Pfister was re- 
garded as a power in Republican 
politics in Wisconsin, although he 
never sought office for himself.
